SEPARATE WATER SUPPLIES. 


T least half a dogen times in the 

course of nine years I have writ- 

ten of the danger of having an 

accessory water supply drawn 
from some polluted source. 

For instance, a city having a good. wa- 
ter supply will provide an intake located 
in some impure supply to furnish water 
in an emergency or to help out an in- 
sufficient supply. Or a manufacturing 
plant will have one supply for its em- 
ployés and another for its boilers. In 
the course of time a break always occurs 
somewhere, with a great increase in 
typhoid fever, many deaths and consid- 
erable money loss. 


Dr. W. C. Alverez of San Francisco 
says in the early part of the summer 
the water supply of Pittsburg, Cal., 
broke down. The engineer said nothing 
about it, but pumped in polluted water 
through an accessory intake. The peo- 
ple, knowing nothing of the trouble, 
drank the polluted water. In consequence 
at the time Dr. Alverez wrote there were 
100 cases of typhoid fever among the 
5,000 inhabitants of Pittsburg. 

The legal status of such a case is wel! 
established. Those damaged by the use 
of this water can recover. If the munici- 
pality owns the water plant the city can 
be held responsible for the trouble. Of 
course, where the disaster is due to the 
presence in a factory of a double water 
supply the owners are responsible. 

In the earlier part of the summer there 
were four deaths from typhoid fever 
among the employés of a South Chicago 
steel mill living in Chicago. 

Since the number of deaths from 
typhoid fever in Chicago is only about 
thirty a year, the health department was 
greatly upset over this addition of 12 
per cent to.the number of expected 
typhoid deaths. They found that the 
milis had a double water supply and 
that the employés frequently drank 
water from the manufacturing supply.

gpecific reservation of the Monroe doc-

Regarding the Monroe doctine’s pre- 
tection, Mr. Taft was quoted as fol- 
lows: 

“My impression is that if the one 
article already sent, on the Monroe 
doctrine, be inserted in the treaty, 
sufficient Republicans who signed the 
round robin would probably retreat 
from their position and vote for rati- 
fication, so that it would carry. If the 
other suggestions were adopted I feel 
confident that all but a few who op- 
pose any league at all would be driven 
to accept them and to stand for the 
league.” 

Another message by Mr. Taft on 
March 28, 1919, upon the same subject 
said: 

“ Venture to suggest to the president 


that failure to reserve Monroe doctrine 


more specifically in face of opposition 
will give great weight to objection that 
league as first reported endangers ¢oc- 
trine. It will seriously embarrass ad- 
vocates of league; it will certainly lead 
to senate amendments embodying doc- 
trine and other provisions in forn: less 
likely to secure subsequent accules- 
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cence of other nations than proper res- 
ervation now. 

“ Deem some kind of Monroe doctrine 
amendment now to article 10 vital to ac- 
deptance of league in this country. I 
say this with full realization that com- 
plications in conference are many and 
not clearly understood here. A strong 
and successful stand now will carry 
the league.” 

Followed All Saggestions. 

The White House memorandum, 
made public by Gov. Cox, said that the 
league's reservation of domestic ques- 
tions was made “as suggested by Mr. 
Taft and almost in his own words.” All 
of the other suggestions from Mr. Taft, 
it stated were followed. 

In making public the correspond- 
ence, Gov. Cox’s statement said that 
time had arrived “to bring before the 
American jury the recorded evidence

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SALTING SILAGE 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


The principles used tn pickling cab- 
bage ahd cucumbers to make sauer- 
kraut and brine pickles are now being 
i tried in the storing of corn in siiws. 
| Instead of mixing salt and water to 
make a brine, the salt is added while 
the silo is being filed. This makes a 
silage with a better flavor. 


Last year tests were made at Mich- 
Agricultural callege, and different 
amounts of salt were added to the 
silage at the time it was packed in the 
silo. This was done on the theory that 
salt would favor the development and 
growth of bacteria that produce lactic 
| acid in the silage. as is the case where 
brine is used in the saverkraut and 
brine pickle fermentations. 


A recent bulletin issued by the Mich- 
igan station says: “Amounts of salt 
in proportions of one part ‘to 120 
parts by weight of the silage, up to 
one to eighty were employed success- 
fully, as judged by the clean, acid 
odor, and the evident relish shown by 
the cattle on feed. Proportions above 
one to eighty were not relished by the 
cattle, so that if farmers care to add 
lealt to their silage this year the pro- 
portion of one to 100 parts by weight 
is recommended as a fair average.” 

When the salt is added to the silage 
the juices from the corn or water that 
‘may be added dissolves it and distrib- 
utes the brine through the material.
